The applicant argues in page 6 for claim 2 that the prior art or related art does not disclose the step of applying scale factor to the 
remainders of an integer division. First, the claim clearly defines the remainders are the result of calculating the output values of the 
previous samples. Clearly we seen in the prior art or related art page 1 the expression of F(Z) wherein the scale factor is applied to 
division of previous samples. Based on this expression, the examiner clearly believes the cited information in the prior art or related art 
discloses all limitations of claim 2. 

The applicant argues in page 7 for other claims that the secondary reference fails to disclose the missing limitations as "changing a 
number obtained from rounding.... based on a number obtained from rounding to a closest integer the output value by the scale factor". 
The applicant does not clearly explain and point out why the secondary reference missing this limitations. After review the secondary 
reference, the examiner believes the secondary reference discloses these limitations as Zandi et al. also disclose in Figure 6A a filter 
function (603) having a last calculation stage (604) to round the output result (output of 603) to the closest integer (output of round to 
integer box 604). 
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
